CLACKAMAS AMATEUR RB: 


CARES IS - a group of Clackamas 
County FCC licensed amateurs who have 
voluntarily registered their capabilities and 
equipment for communications duty when 
disaster strikes, or for public events. Such 
public service communications are furnished 
without compensation to the amateur. Every 
licensed amateur is eligible for membership 
in CARES. The only qualifications, other than 
possession of an Amateur Radio License, is a 
sincere desire to serve, and the ability to be 
self sufficient. The possession of emergency 
powered equipment is desirable, but not a 
requirement for membership. All applicants 
must pass a minimum background check by 
county and state police agencies prior to 
being approved by the Clackamas County 
Emergency Manager 


The Clackamas ARES functions under the 
direction of the Clackamas County Emer- 
gency Manager (EM) who is responsible 
- through the chain of command to the 
Clackamas County Sheriff. 


The Clackamas County ARRL Emergency 
Coordinator (EC), who is appointed by the 
Oregon State SEC, is a member of CARES, 
and may be an elected officer within the 
organization, but is not automatically the 
CARES President. 


CARES PROVIDES = an opportunity 
for FCC licensed amateurs to join an or- 
ganization whose purpose is to assist any 
governmental agency within the county of 
Clackamas during times of emergency. 
Regular meetings are scheduled throughout 
the year where regular training sessions are 
conducted on a variety of emergency 
communications subjects. A weekly net is 
held early Sunday evening for the purpose

attend the regularly scheduled meetings and 
training sessions whenever possible. Each 
member is expected to become proficient in 
the operation of their own equipment and the 
ARES equipment at the County Emergency 
Operations Center. Each member is required 
to furnish his/her own equipment and nec- 
essary outdoor clothing, if needed. 


Some members are Search and Rescue Cer- 
tified, but certification is not mandatory. Each 
member must be able to work as a commv- 
nicator within a group, or as a communicator 
operating in a detached role. Each member 
must use the required message handling 
procedures, be able to print legibly, and be 
able to sometimes work under adverse con- 
ditions of stress and weather.
